Sir Wemyaa Bold notes 


The general proposition that wealth 


or capital shall rale or individual man- 
hood majority, has been discussed BO 
often and thoroughly that bat little 
new can be said or written npon the 
subject. That the American Republic 
was baaed upon the principle of in- 
diridoal and not capitalistic majority 
rale, is too plainly expressed in the 
federal constitution to admit of any 
question. That this principle has been 
too often reversed in national matters 
Is as trne as it is lamentable. 


Bat to comedown to home matters. 


In 1896 more than two-thirds of the 
people of Reno voted for the iccorpor- 
atlon of the town, and more than nine- 
tenths in favor of a proposition which 
was impossible without a municipal 
government. Last November the voters 
reiterated their desire for a city gov- 
ernmentand pare and wholesome water 
by re-electing by large majorities all of 
the old members of the Council, with 
hot a single exception, where the old 
member declined to become a candi- 
date. 


A short time ago a petition signed 


by 180 persons was sent to the Washoe 
delegation at Carson, asking for the 
passage of a bill disincorporating the 
city of Reno. Of coarse the prime 
movers 
in the 
matter were the 


officers of the Reno Water, Land and 
Light Company, and, after several 
days' most etrennons effort*, they suc- 
ceeded in securing a considerably lees 
number of names than voted against 
incorporation in 1896 and 1898, The 
petition was received by the Washoe 
delegation and a bill prepared by the 
Water Company's attorney was intro- 
duced, supported by Washoe'e entire 
delegation, passed both bouaee, and is 
now in the hands of the Governor for 
his approval or rejection. 


In Che Senate the assertion was made 


that the ISO names on the petition 
represent nine-tenths of the property 
interests Jin the city of Reno. As a 
matter of fact, the assessment roll will 
show that they do not represent one» 
htlf, probably not one-third, and pos- 
sibly not one-foarth of the $1,700,000, 
which is the assessed valuation of all 
Of the property" within the eity limits. 


Bat the property proportion is not 


the question. It the legislative reports 
•re correct, our Senator made the most 
•stoanding assertion to the effect that 
those who paid the heaviest taxes were 
the only ones to be considered in a 
matter which involved the expenditure 
of money for public improvements. If 
this is a correct doctrine, the quicker 
we abolish the ballot box, the more 
speedily will we set ourselves right by 
Striking oa$ from oar federal oon«ti» a. 


that part which grants *^ eve*r_ 


equal voice and rigbt in all 


matters pertaining tc/tne m8nBgement 
of all of the affair^ of goV6rnment, 


In the ma>ep of lnoorporation or 
dUineorpo'.fttjOD) every ma0j woman 
and ebVid in Reno is directly inter- 
••tlii, and the poorer even to a greater 
extent than the richer. It u a pretty 
safe bet that three-fourths of the prop- 
erty owners who signed toe water 
company's petition have their drinking 
water hauled from streams and wells 
outside the city limits, aa does the 
State University, where the students 
are admonished not to drink water 
from the city pipes. There are ban 
dreds of householder*, small taxpay 
ers, who cannot afford to have their 
water hauled, bat are compelled per- 
foree to use for drinking the impure 
fluid tarnished by the water company, 
and to which a number of our physl 
ciansdo not hesitate to attribute a large 
proportion of the sickness in the city. 
Is it right for a wealthy corporation to 
receive greater coosideratioa from the 
Legislature than five times tbenumber 
of voters and twenty times the number 
of people it can control? When in 
corporation or d ^incorporation 
is 


considered from a sanitary standpoint, 
have a few persous who can afford to 
avoid the nse of unwholesome water 
the right to force it npon their poorer 
neighbors, whose lives and health and 
that of their children are perhaps as 
precious to them aa are the same con- 
ditions to the wsaltbier persons who, 
while evading danger in their own 
families, compel the less fortunate 
ones to encounter it in theirs? If this 
is joist, then th* Waeboe delegation 
was right in securing- the passage of 
the bill, and Governor Sadler would 
be justifiable in affixing- to it his ap 
proving signature. 


THE Oasttif has queer views about 


law making. It claims that a bill be- 
comes a law if once signed by the Gov- 
ernor even if the Chief Executive 
changes his mind and withdraws bis 
signature while it is yet in his hands. 
A bill cannot become a law until it is 
returned to the branch of tbt» legisla-
